How New Trust Bills Stand After | 
White House Conference. 
Special to The New York Times 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—President| 
Wilson to-night had a with 
Senator Newlands of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee and Chair-| 
man Clayton and Representatives Carlin} 
and Floyd of the House Judiciary Com-| 
mittee, and went over with them the} 
language of the new Anti-Trust bills. 
‘heir text probavly will be made puulic} 
Thursday. There will be hearings which | 
will be confined to the contents of the 
bills. 

Some of the essential features of 
measures thus drafted and approved by 
the President to-night are: 

The Inter-State Trade Commission 
bill will provide that the dissolution | 
oft trusts by agreement shall be under 
the jurisdiction of the Trade Com- | 
mission, the Attorney General and the | 
‘ourts, The bill provides for the | 
absorption by the commission of the 
present Bureau of Corporations, that 
the terms of the five Commissioners | 
first appointed shail range from five 
to seven years, and that after tnat 
their terms shall be for seven years 
each, with rotation in office. 

The Statute of Limitations is not to 
lie against an individual damaged by 
an alleged combination or restraint ol 
trade until the Government suit has 
been decided. 

The prohibition against interlocking 

Directorates is not to become effective 
until two years after the enactment 
of the bill into law. The bill provides 
that national banks and _ interstate 
railroads shall have no _ interlock- 
ing Directorates. ‘The same bill pro- 
vides, however, tnat rndustrial cor- 
orations may inteflock as to their 
lirectorates if those corporations do 
not compete.

changes of language as may be neces- 
sary to make the measure applicable 
to interstate rather than to intrastate 
commerce. One of these changes will 
define as a trust a combination or 
agreement to ‘create or carry out 
restrictions in trade or to acquire a 
monopoly in interstate business or 
commerce.”’ 

The bill will take into consideration 
intent to injure competitors, an- 
other of the “ Seven Sisters”’ defini- 
tions. The same bili wt forbid cut- 
throat competition by seeking to 
bring about uniform prices everywhere 
of the same qualities and quantites of 
commodities sold under the same con- 
ditions, the basis for this being found 
in the ‘‘ Seven Sisters ”’ bill. 

Exclusive contracts under the patent 
laws will be prohibited. 


This Trade Relations bill will be a 
sort of basket clause in the Wilson antl- 
‘irust programme to catch everything 
not strictly relating to the other tour 
bills. The Trade Relations bill wi 
contain provisions which seek to put 
‘an end to cutthroat competition. It will 
also contain legislation intended to make

It is in this bill also that a section will

The bill, as arafted by the Clayton 
committee, provides for the creation of 
an intersette trade commission of five 
members, each commissioner to re- 
ceive $10,000 annually.

NOT to Unsettle Business.

Fortunately no measures of sweep- 
ing or novel change are necessary. It

The proposed Railway Securities bill 
will amend the twentieth section of the 
act to regulate commerce, the_ section 
which prescribes the way in which in- 
terstate railroads shall Leen their ac- 
counts. The final draft of the Adamson 
bill as it now stands follows: 

If at any time the outstanding stocks and 
bonds or floating indebtedness of any car- 
rier subject to the act to regulate commerce 
shall exceed the value of the property of 
the carrier, the commission shall pass an 
order, after due hearing, requiring the car- 
rier corporation to retire and reduce the 
surplus outstanding stock and bonds to such 
Value of the property. Said order shall 
direct the manner by which said reduction 
shall be made, and shall be enforced as 
provided by law for the enforcement of 
other orders of the commission. If it shall 
appear at any time to the commission that 
more than one competing carrier or carriers 
which in the nature of things ought to 
compete have the same Director or Direct- 
ors. or officer or officers, the commis- 
sion shall issue an order requiring said 
carriers to eliminate such common officers 
or Directors from all but one of the boards, 
and such order shall be enforced as other 
orders of the commission, 

Section 2. That no carrier engaged in 
interstate commerce shall increase its cap 
ital stock or bonded indebtedness or issue 

ertificates or evidences thereof, although 
permitted by the authority creating the 
corporation, until the proposition and plan 

therefor, setting out all the details, rea- 
sons, and purposes and the uses to which 
the money is to be applied, have been: sub- 
mitted to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and received the approval of the 

Interstate Commerce Commission, which

EL PASO, Texas, Jan. 20.—Gen. Salva- 
dor Mercado, commander of the 4,300 
Mexican Federals who with 1,300 
men and children fled from Ojinaga and 
were interned to-day at Fort Bliss on 
the footing of prisoners of war, defend- 
ed his abandonment of the town and 
accused Gen, Pascual Orozco of coward- 
ice and insubordination. 

Gen. Mercado said Orozco 
robbed the Federal provision train, re- 
fused to attack the rebels, and ran 
away under fire to give the impression 
that he would remain on 
side to fight more battles, whereas he 
was afraid to cross into the United 
States, because of an indictment pend- 
ing here. Mercado asserted that Gen. 
Salazar and Gen. Rojas, volunteer com-

‘““The appearance of Orozco at 
huahua before we left for Ojinaga was 
fatal to the Federal cause,’’ Gen. Mer- 
cado said. ‘‘ He had been told he was 
to be Governor, hence his insolence. ‘The 
Secretary of War ordered him to cover 
the railroad from Juarez south. He dis- 
obeyed because he was afraid of Villa. 

“In Chihuahua Gens. Mancilla, Sala- 
zar, Orpinai, and Rojas told me their 
forces would not fight. That led me to 
evacuate Chihuahua. When Vifla made 
his final attack at Ojinaga our troops 
were demoralized by reason of the cow- 
ardice of Orozco, Salazar, and Rojas. 
Besides our ammunition was short.”’ 

When the ten trains arrived to-day 
with the refugees, bound for the 
military reservation at Fort Bliss, 
each train was run into the “camp 
on a spur.

They Discuss the Pure Fabric Bills 
and Elect Officers.

“Pure fabric bills recently tntro- 
duced into Congress were the subject 
of much discussion yesterday at the con- 
vention of the Jobbers Association of 
Dress Fabric Buyers, held at the Wal- 
dorf-Astorla. While the purpose of the 


| proposed legislation was generally com- 


mended as in the interests of the con- 
sumers, the particular bills mentioned 
were eclared to be technically faulty. 

‘he association finally passed a reso- 
calling the attention of the Na- 
Wholesale Dry Goods Associa- 
tion to the bills and asking that some 
action regarding them be taken at the 
Dry Goods Convention, which opens at 
the Waldorf to-morrow. 

The bills under discussion were de- 
scribed as the Palmer, Lindquist, and 
Campbell bills and their intent is to 
compel the name of the manufacturer 
to appear on each manufactured prod- 
uct, together with a statement of its 
composition. ‘The jobbers agreed that 
the consumers should be guaranteed 
pure goods, but they held that men 
more intimately acquainted with dress 
fabric manufacture than Congressmen 
should frame the legisiation to accom- 
this end. 
Other subjects discussed at the 
vention were dating and discounts, the 
effect of the tariff on the dress fabric 
business, and measures calculated to in- 
crease the sale of yard f£00ds across 
the retail merchants’ counters.

Condemnation Award Reversed. 

The Appellate Term reversed yester- 
day a judgment in favor of Augusta J. 
Thoren against Jenny Cockburn by 
which the plaintiff had recovered the 
amount of a condemnation award from 
the defendant. The award was made in 
condemnation proceedings for the open- 
ing of Baychester Avenue in the Bronx. 
At that time the defendant owned the 
property and collected the award. There 
Was a subseyuent sale, in which the 
plaintiff got the property, less the por- 
tion taken by the city four months be- 
fore. The conveyance was by metes 
and bounds and included what the city 
took. 

The plaintiff asked that the deed 
construed as an assignment of 
award, relying on the celebrated Brook- 
lyn case of McGee, in which the city had 
allowed the former owner to remain in 
possession after constructively taking 
title and did not take actual hold of the 
property until the new owner under a 
comprehensive metes and bounds deed 
was on the property.
